No. 5/25/74-CS(I).— The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
the Section Officers’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service 
to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 1975 
are published for general information, 

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in 
the Select List will be specified in fire Notice issued by the 
Commission. Reservations shall be made for candidates be- 
longing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in 
respect of vacancies as may be fixed by the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes 
mentioned in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950. the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) fPart C States) 
Order, 1951; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 
1950, and the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes (Part C 
States) Order. 1951, as amended by the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956 
read with the Bombay Reorganisation Act, i960 and the 
Punjab Reorganisation Act. 1966; the Constitution (Jammu 
and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956 the Consti- 
tion (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1959, the Constitution (Dadra and Napar Haveli) 
Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitution (Dadra and 
Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution 
(Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 1964, the Constitu- 


tion (Scheduled Tribes) (Uttar Pradesh) Order, 1967, the 
Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) Scheduled Castes 
Order 1968, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Diu) 
Scheduled Tribes Order, 1968 and the Constitution (Naga- 
land) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1970.

The dates on which and the places at which the examina-

4. Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary Officer 
of the Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service 
who on the 1st January, 1975 satisfies the following condi- 
tions, shall be eligible to appear at file examination : — 

(1) Length of Service. — He should have rendered a con- 
tinuous service of not less than 5 years in the grade 
of Assistant (C.S.S.). 

Note.— Any permanent or regularly appointed temporary 
officer of the Assistants’ Grade of the Centra] Secretariat Ser- 
vice who joined the Armed Forces during the period of 
operation of the Proclamation of the Emergency issued on 
26th October, 1962, namely 26th October, 1962 to 9th 
January, 1968, would on reversion from the Armed Forces, 
be allowed to count the period of his service (including the 
period of training, if any) in the Armed Forces towards the 
prescribed minimum service. 

(2) Age. — (a) He should not be more than 45 years 
of age, i.e. he must not have been bom earlier than 
1st January. 1930. 

(b) The age limit prescribed above will be relaxable in 
the case of a permanent or regularly appointed tem- 
porary officer of the Assistants Grade of the Central 
Secretariat Service who joined the Armed Forces 
during the period of operation of the Proclamation 
of Emergency issued on 26th October. 1962 namely 
26th October, 1962 to 9th January, 1968, and who 
has reverted therefrom, to the extent of the period 
of his service (including the period of training, if 
any) in the Armed Forces, 

(c) The age limit prescribed above will be further 
relaxable ; 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe. 
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(ii) up to maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide displaced person from erstwhile 
East Pakistan and had migrated to India on or 
after 1st January, 1964 but before 25th March, 
1971; 

(liij up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced person 
from erstwhile East Pakistan and had migrated 
to India on or after 1st January, 1964 but 
before 25th March, 1971; 

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Pondi- 
cherry tmd has received education through the 
medium of French at some stage; 

(v) upto a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu; 

(vi ) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide, repatriate of Indian origin from 
Sri Lanka (formerly known as Ceylon) and 
has migrated to India on or after 1st Novem- 
ber. 1964 under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of 
October, 1964; 

(vii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Sri Lanka (formerly known 
as Ceylon) and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st November, 1964. under the Indo- 
Ceylon Agreement of October, 1964. 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is of Indian origin and has migrated from 
Kenya, Uganda or the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(ix) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and lifts migrated to India on or after 
1st June 1963; 

tx) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Casio or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Burma and has migrated 
to India on or after 1st June 1963; 

(xi) up to a maximum of three years in the case 
of Defence Services personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign country 
or in a disturbed area, and released as a 
consequence thereof; and 

(xii) up to a maximum of eight years in the ease of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign 
country or in a disturbed area, and released as 
a consequence thereof, who belongs to the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT PRES- 
CRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

Note 1, — Assistants who are on deputation to ex-cadre 
posts with the approval of the competent authority will be 
eligible to be admitted to the examination, if otherwise 
eligible. 

This, however, docs not apply to an Assistant who has been 
appointed on an ex-cadre post or to another Service on 
‘‘transfer" and docs not have a lien in the Assistants’ Grade. 

Note 2.— Assistants of 1 he Central Secretariat Service who 
have opted for appointment to the I.F.S. ( B I and have been 
appointed to any grade of that Service in pursuance of such 
option shall not be eligible for admission to the examination.

7. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Commis- 
sion to be guilty of : — - 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means,

(in) procuring impersonation by any person, or 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examina- 
tion. or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci- 
fied in the foregoing clauses.
